A kKeen-eyec stranger could walk into your organization any morn- 
ing, and after watching the staff at work for an hour could tell the 
men and women wlose desks will be clared when the gong strikes 
at night, and those whose work wiIfll still be stacked in great, un- 
finished piles. 

Everything depends upon the way you attack the day. Do you 
greet it, as a victorious fighter, knowing that you have it “trimmed” 
before you start? Or do you come down to work in the morning 
expecting to be beaten in the day’s race with the clock? 

The choice is entirely up to you. 

An hour wasted first thing in the morning—when your brain 
should be clearest and your mind most capable of concentration— 
is a greater loss than three hours squandered late in the afternoon. 
If you make the first 40 minutes at your desk really count, you will 
be surprised at the amount of work you can complete before noon. 

Good habits are like good friends, whose visits you always greet 
with pleasure. It is so much easier to form a good habit, and thus 
uncomsciously do the right thing at the right time, than to spend 
several hours worrying each day about a trivial problem that could 
be settled once and then forgotten. 

Now it is a bad habit to spend the first hour chatting with vodr 
friends, thus spoiling your own running start on the day. and inter- 
fering with their powers of concentration. Better take your time off 
for visiting, later in the day, when everybody is in need of mental 
relaxation. 

What about newspaper reading in the office? Every one who 
expects to keep abreast of the times should read them regularly. But 


unless newspaper reading is part of your daily work—as it may well | 


be in certain lines of business—-fix a 15-minute limit for practiced 
scanning of the day’s news. 

Keeping up with the clock is not nearly as hard as it sounds. 
Working on schedule is much easier than working at random. A 
prompt, sure attack in the morning will save the fretful, unavailing 
dash at night.
